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Foreign Policy Tift 


Is About Methods 


Representative Kersten of Wisconsin 
has issued from General Eisenhower's 
headquarters a statement on foreign 
policy with which all Americans will 
agree in principle. In fact, it must be 
our objective regardless of which party 


is in power. 

The disagreement comes only in 
methods of reaching the goal. During 
the coming campaign, the methods will 
be argued to the fullest. 

In kicking off this foreign policy de- 
bate, Mr. Kersten said: 

“Tt would be immoral and un-Chris- 
tian to negotiate a permanent agreement 
with forces which by every religious 
creed and moral precept are evil. It 
abandons nearly one-half of humanity 
and the once-free nations of Poland, 
Czechoslovakia, Hungary, Rumania, 
Bulgaria, Lithuania, Latvia, Esthonia, 
and China to enslavement of the Com- 
munist police state. 

“Tt is un-American because it vio- 
lates the principle of the American Dec- 
laration of Independence which pro- 
claims the rights of all people to free- 
dom and their right and duty to throw 

off tyranny.” 

Now comes the rub. 

Mr.. Kersten attacks the present 
“negative policy of containment and ne- 
gotiated coexistence.” If he means by 
“negative policy,” our reluctance to en- 
gage in a third world war at this stage, 
there will be plenty of violent disagree- 
ment. 

In the first place, our lack of pre- 
paredness to engage in all-out war 
dictated the policy of “negotiated coex- 
istence”’ rather than the risk of losing 
that war and with it our status as an 
independent nation. 

This Republican spokesman could 
have pointed to his own party for much 
of the blame for that lack of prepared- 
ness, of which the Democrats are guilty. 
too. If he is advocating all-out war to 
attain his objective, it is inconsistent 
with GOP attacks on the Democrats as 
the war party and with GOP demands 
for economy. His position also is not in 
line with GOP attacks on foreign aid. 

Of-course, no one proposes to nego- 
tiate a “permanent agreement” such as 
Mr. Kersten mentions. 

General Eisenhower did not endorse 
the Wisconsin representative's state- 
ment, but instead issued his own state- 
ment which takes facts more into con- 
sideration, to wit: 

“A true program for peace for the 
United States must include as one of its 
peaceful aims tthe restoration of the 
captive nations of Europe as free na- 
tions with the right freely and honestly 
to determine their own fate and their 
own form of government. Similarly, the 
same right must be achieved by the 
captive nations of Asia.” | 

That is and must continue to be the 
policy of the United States government 
under either Democratic or Republican 
administrations. But Mr. Kersten sounds 
‘like General MacArthur when he urges 
a course which cannot be followed ex- 
cept at extreme peril—all-out war, with 
the A-bomb, H-bomb and all the other 
weapons that the Soviet Union also pos- 
SESSES. 

General Eisenhower makes it clear 
that he hopes to achieve the goal we 
seek without world war. Our aim must 
be to win peace and freedom for all 
people, without destruction of half the 
world.

Polio Increase Spurs 


Preventive Research 


ThesU. S. Public Health Service has 
reported that the first week in August 
took the number of polio cases in the 
nation up 15 per cent over the previous 
week. The total of 12,046 cases since 
April was dangerously near the 12,865 
of 1949, the worst polio year we have 
had. 

In Chicago, the number of polio vic- 
tims in 1952 is double that of last year. 
Georgia has not escaped as the polio 
season approached its peak. We have 
had several deaths, the list including 
adults. 

Nations other than the United States 
report a high incidence of polio, among 
them Canada, Cuba, West Germany and 
Switzerland. 

This bad news is a grim reminder 
that there can be no letdown in the 
battle against poliomyletis, crippler and 
killer of mankind. 

Distress at the announcement of the 
spread of the disease is tempered by 
hope. There are indications that at last 
science is gaining ground in the anti- 
polio fight. Everything depends on the 
success of the gamma globulin inocula- 
tions given last year in Provo, Utah, and

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this summer in Houston, Texas, and 


Sioux City, Iowa. 

If the results of the experiments 
come up to expectations, then a partial 
preventive will have been discovered. 
There is justification for optimism, but 
not for relaxation. 


A halfway preventive is not enough. 
Science ‘will not rest until it has attained 
a protracted preventive and a cure, 
Only then will the victory be complete. 

To win that victory, the National 
Foundation for Infantile Paralysis must 
have our continued support. For the 
National Foundation is the armed serv- 
ice through which we make war on 
polio.

How Do People Feel. 
About Tidelands Oil? 


Politicians sometimes make _ issues 
out of matters with which the public 
has little concern or at least they try to 
give undue weight to such issues. 

An example is the attention being 
given the tidelands oil controversy in 
the presidential campaign which is 
shaping up. 

With an eye on voters in Texas, 
California and Louisiana, the candi- 
dates are being asked to express them- 
selves on the vital question of whether 
control of this offshore oil will remain 
with the Federal Government or wheth- 
er it shall revert to the states. 

The oil companies, of course, are 
keeping the issue alive since they wish 
the oii to go back to the states. Gen- 
eral Eisenhower is known to favor such 
a course. Governor Stevenson says he 
is studying the matter. 

The way the people feel about this 
issue is open to conjecture, but their 
actions in the past indicate that the issue 
Is a phony as far as voting is concerned. 
In the California primary, for instance, 
Senator Kefauver piled up _ 1,200,000 
votes—more than anybody ever got in 
California on one ticket—despite the 
fact that his stand on-tidelands oil was 
a key argument used against him by his 
opponents. The people certainly did not 
seem burned up over oil under the sea. 

In 1948, it will be remembered, 
President Truman carried Texas by a 
two-to-one majority over the Repub- 
licans and Dixiecrats, despite the fact 
that he had vetoed the tidelands oil 
measure, 

These facts would indicate that in 
the minds of the people of Texas and 
California the tidelands issue is a moot 
question. If their votes mean anything, 
they favor keeping control in the hands 
of the Federal Government.

Of the Amazon 


BELEM, Brazil—The bar of the Grande 
Hotel in Belem is the point from which all 
wayfarers on the Amazon take off for the 
trip upriver, and it is the point to which they 
return, panting and athirst, 

The Grande Hotel in Belem is an old inn, 
a relic, I suppose, of the days of the rubber 
boom, and in its~bar the 
great dreams that men 
have dreamed about. the 
Amazon have seemed re- 
alities, and all the great

lies you have ever heard — 


about the Amazon have 

been told as truth. It is 

a fitting place for .both 

the dreaming of dreams 

and the telling of lies. It 

is a long, low room, dark 

wate as a cave, and as damply 

cold, due to a refrigerating system of such 

power it could lower the temperature of the 
Amazon valley itself. 


The bar itself is covered with paper pat- 
terned ‘like a cobra’s skin, and the chairs 
are covered with a cloth printed with the 
black and golden spots of a jaguar’s hide, 
and in half-light these seem real. The wall- 
paper seems at first to be in a pattern of 


' jungle leaves but when you peer closer, you 


see that this is not so. The figures are the 
dark skirt of a lady, golden tinted above 
the waist: and:most peculiarly malformed, 
and as you look about, wondering idly about 
this, you see the model herself, standing 
serenely, some 10 feet tall, in a dark cor- 
ner, a triumph of the woodcarver’s art. 


This statue itself is a perpetuation of 
one of the great lies that have long been 
told about the Amazon and those who in- 
habit it. 

The myth that there lived somewhere on 
the upper reaches of the Great River a race 
of women warriors was told by the earliest 
travelers and has never been allowed to die. 
The statue of the Amazon serves to add 
credence to the legend, and gives'the story 
one more twist that the old explorers never 
mentioned, so far as I know. 

Fér the statue, though obviously, in fact 
obtrusively, feminine on the left side, is 
smooth as a plank on-the right and any 
denizen of the Grande Hotel bar can tell 
you why this was so. How could a lady 
warriar draw a bow, they ask, and let an 
arrow fly without taking a severe lashing 
from the bow string, and deflecting the ar- 
row from its true path. Obviously some 
surgery was necessary, they point out, sol- 
emnly, expecting you to believe them. 

In fact, it is said that journalists have 
come from afar and have gone home to 
write books. about the Amazon—who never 
got closer to the river and its mysteries than 
the Grande Hotel bar. I can see how this 
can be, for at the moment there is a blonde 
French girl in a strapless evening gown 
telling a fabulous tale of her adventures up- 
river as the star of some fly-by-night movie 
company making an Amazon-picture. And 
at the table near her is a tall, dark and very 
glamorous lady who is supposed to be a 
White Russian princess, though she is ex- 
ceedingly dark for a White Russian, who 
also might have a fabulous tale to tell. 

And a man might well write a book, just 
by siiting here a month or two, listening, 
and not bothering too much about separating 
the unglamorous truth from the fascinating 
lie. But the boat sails at dawn and I'll be 
on it. And I'll try to tell you, without de- 
parting from the facts too far, what the 
Amazon is like today, far up the river where 
the tall tales come from.

Split GOP Goal 


WASHINGTON—Gov. Adlai Stevenson’s 
opponents are out to put him on a spot, one 
way or another, as regards his affiliation 
with the Truman administration. Before 
coming to Washington to confer with the 

President and his cabi- 
net it was being bantered 
about that he was seek- 
ing to avoid any contact 
with the White House for 
fear of having the sins of 
the administration pinned 
upon him. 
Now, since his White 
House visit, he is accused 
of becoming ‘‘part and 
parcel of the Truman 
| gang’’—an inelegant quo- 
tation attributed to Sen. Richard Nixon, the 
Republican vice-presidential candidate. 

Even a man of Genera] Eisenhower’s 
sober mien was prompted to remark that 
the meeting of Governor Stevenson with 
President Truman’s cabinet means the 
Democratie presidential nominee ‘“‘is sub- 
servient to the political forces which have 
too long been in power in our country.” It 
didn’t sound too much like the general. 
Someone around his headquarters must 
have written that one for him. 

The purpose in the first line put out 
against the Illinois governor was obviously 
to create antagonism between his personal 
forces and the White House. The second 
tirade is aimed at smearing Stevenson with 
the scandals of the Truman administration. 
As one of the governor’s chief lieutenants 
sized it up, “They are out to pin something 
on us either way we turn, so the best thing 
to do is ignore it ,all.”’ 

Regardless of how his nomination may 
have been accomplished, Governor Steven- 
son undoubtedly realized that he cannot 
avoid having the record of the Truman ad- 
ministration injected into the campaign as 
an issue—for good or bad. Whatever liabili- 
ties the administration carried, he assumed 
these, in large measure, when he became 
the party nominee, By the same token, he 
will be the beneficiary of the strong points 
in the administration’s favor. He could not 
escape one while collecting the other. 

But it is unfair to say, as General Ike’s 
ghost writer has charged, that Governor 
Stevenson’s meeting with the President and 
his cabinet makes him ‘“‘subservient”’ to the 
White House, and what Senator Nixon said 
is, of course, downright ridiculous, 

As the Democratic nominee, the Illinois 
governor will have to carry the main brunt 
of the campaign, but President Truman, 
who has proven himself no slouch as a cam- 
paigner, will be in there pitching also. So 
will the cabinet and the other tap brass of 
the administration.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 17 (#—The 


State Department today released a 
study of the tactics by which Com- 
munist governments are capturing 
youth and chaining churches to the 
state in their drive to kill all re- 
ligion. 

The report, prepared by official 
experts for use by government 
agencies and by private scholars 
and writers, asserts that-the ulti- 
mate aim of Communist policy to- 
ward religion ‘‘is its extinction.”’ 
But it describes numerous shorter 
steps aimed to reach that goal by 
gtages. | 

In one of the primary drives, the @& 
study says, religious education for. 
the young has generally been re- 
moved from the schedule of church 
activities and ‘‘youth organizations 
including those of Catholic youths, 
have been reorganized into federa- 
tions which wage a_ crusade 
against religion.”’ 

Another such step is to make 
ehurches subservient to the Com-. 
munist state, the review states, in 
the pattern of relations between’ 
the Russian Orthodox church and 
the government of the _ Soviet 
Union.

Red Grip on China 
Told by Missionary 


By KATHERINE BARNWELL 
A Methodist missionary who spent a year and a half in 
Communist China has little hope that the Chinese people will 
overthrow their Communist government. 


The Rev. Oscar A. Guinn Jr.,| 
who will receive his master of 
theology degree from Emory Uni-. 
versity Aug. 29, said China now 
has ‘‘a completely totalitarian 
regime.” : 

China’s ‘‘bamboo curtain’’ is so 
effective, he said, that the Chinese 
know absolutely nothing of what 
is going on outside the country. 

The Methodist missionary now 
lives with his wife Judy (an Ameri- 
can born in Shanghai, China) and 
their two-week-old daughter Fliza- 
beth in a trailer on the Emory 
campus—but he would like nothing 
better than ‘‘to go back to China 
sa m1 Cou.” | 


WORKED UNDER REDS 


The Rev. Mr. Guinn went to 
China in 1947 and taught in the) 
Fukien. Union Theological Semi- 
nary and the Anglo-Chinese Col- 
lege in Foochow. His wife was pro- 
fesor of bacteriology in Cheelo 
Medical School in Foochow, and 
they were married in 1948. 

When the Communists invaded 
China, the Guinns decided to re- 
main and work under the Com- 
munists. 

‘But we found out,” they said, 
“that our presence there was a 
danger to our Chinese Christian 
friends who were persecuted.”’ 

After their departure from China 
last year, the Americans were at- 
tacked in Communist propaganda 
publications as promoters of ‘‘cul- 
tural aggression.”’ 

CHARGES MADE 

The Rev. Mr. Guinn and other 
Americans named specifically, the 
Communist paper charged, were 
sent to Chinese schools ‘“‘to carry 
out slavery education, to spread 
worship-America and fear-Ameri-| 
ca ideas.” 


‘He added they even directed what

munists in China. He said an esti-. 
mated 1,500,000 Chinese were exe- 
cuted from January to August, 
1951, according to reports he re- 
ceived from inside the country. | 
FRIENDS EXECUTED 

“Many of our own friends have 
been executed,”’ he said. 

The missionary said the majority 
of the Chinese liked the Americans. 
and hated the Communists before 
the Communists took control. He, 


‘said he did not know how the ma-| 


jority felt now, but he stressed the 
Communists were ‘‘masters at 


‘propaganda,”’ 


He has various Chinese Com- 
munist publications which de- 
nounce the ‘‘barbarous acts of the 
United States.’’ One magazine 
calls United Nations forces in 
Korea ‘‘the White Terror, barbar-. 
ous and ruthless.”’ | 

A native of Danville, Va., the 
Rev. Mr. Guinn received his Bach- 
elor of Arts and Bachelor of Di-' 


vinity degrees from Emory Uni- 


versity in 1945 and 1948, respec- 
tively. After his return from 


China, he began work on his mas- 


ter’s degree. He plans to do more 


graduate work, probably in Bos- 


ton, this fall, and then he plans to 
go to Malaya or India as a mis- 
sionary. | 

“IT just hope and pray,’ he 


‘added, ‘‘that some day we may re- 


turn to China.”’

Lt. Charles Harrison, a June graduate of Georgia Tech, 
now of Ft.

NEW YORK, Aug. 17—Just 
about a year ago the Dodgers, 
as everyone remembers, were 
some 12 or 13 games in front of 
the Giants. 

This is now one of the oldest 
stories in sport. It has been 
suggested that Leo Durocher was 
trying to arrange the same gap 
or handicap this season. 

I have discovered there’s noth- 
ing true in this surmise or state- 
ment. Leo is smart enough to 
know that lightning doesn’t hit 
a pin point twice in succession. 

While there have been a few 
grumblings and grouches here 
and there, even the most stupid 
fan, of which there are millions, 
must understand that one L. 
Durocher had nothing to do with 
the present situation in the Na- 
tional League. 

He had to set up’a miracle to 
win last year. It was something 
more than a miracle. It was a 
piece of magic, plus a hunk of 
luck. But the miracle or magic 
was still there. 

Now, before anyone starts to 
pile on Durocher, why not look 
at a few solid facts? 

Who could expect any manager 
to take a certain ball club— 
we'll say the Giants—and expect 
them to lose at least three- 
fourths—or four-fifths of a fine 
outfield—and still remain the 
same? 

It is my belief that Monte Ir- 
vin and Willie Mays rounded 
‘out a much stronger outfield 
‘than Carl Furillo, Duke Snider 
and Andy Pafko happen to be. 
‘Quite naturally I can be wrong. 
But I don’t think so in this case.

Irvin and Mays could cover five- 
sixths of any outfield. They 
were the heart and soul, legs 
and feet of the Giant outer gar- 
den—in the field and at bat. 


When a ball club loses its out- 
field, including defensive and 
offensive strength, it loses a big 
chunk of its effectiveness. 

Mays was a big asset, apart 
from his hitting and fielding. He 
was also one of the few natural, 
real people left in a cockeyed 
world, composed partly or large- 
ly of shams and fakes, reading 
from the top down. 

The loss of Mays and Irvin is 
only a part of the story. When 
the new campaign opened, Du- 
rocher’s main defensive strength 
rested in the right arms of Sal 
Maglie, Larry Jansen and Jim 
Hearn. 

These were the three muske- 
teers of the Giants, instrumental 
in picking up the 13-game deficit 
late last season. Maglie won 23 
games and lost 6. Jansen won

Durocher. He can handle his 
own alibis. Durocher is as good 
a man as I know at handling 
men on the field. 

But he can’t transform a sec- 
ond or third-class pitcher or a 
second-class ballplayer into a 
star player overnight. One, two 
or three key players on a ball 
club can be taken away or get 
hurt and wreck the rest of the 
machine. Durocher got one 
lemonade out of one lemon, but, 
as Tom Shelvin once said— 
“that’s the limit.”

Since I spent the week’s grocery money, all $6 of it, for a 
Stradivarius violin back in 1939, I’ve been wary of violins. Even 


violin music depresses me. 
But Albert Coleman can’t help that. He’s had his fiddle troubles 


too. 
The fiddle that cheated our family out of a roast, a pound of 


bacon, a couple of fryers and all the other good viands that you 
could buy for $6 in 1939 was a dust-covered job I found in a junk 
shop. It had a label inside of it which said plainly: ‘‘Antonio Stradi- 


vari Cremona 1680.”’ 


And not until I set out to interview David Rubinoff and found 
18 other fiddle owners with instruments identical to mine did I 
realize I had been victimized by a label-maker. 

Albert Coleman, the highly popular Atlanta musician who directs 
the Sunday afternoon pop concerts at the Fox Theater, doesn’t even 
want a Stradivarius violin. 


Although he might go so far as to pay $6 for one, he'd much 
rather have the fiddle you see him tuck so lovingly under his chin 
when he plays at those concerts. 


Albert's. fiddle has a story. , 
When he was a lad living in the Orient and leading a dance 


band he had trouble keeping a fiddle that wasn’t affected by the 
temperature extremes to be found in China for instance. He’d strike 


up the music and find the heat or the cold had got to his violin and . 


it was coming to pieces in his hands. : 
Although Albert was born in Russia, his parents were French and 


he used to go back to Europe about twice a year. On one of those 
trips to’Paris he heard of a violin maker in Germany who could 
vuiake him a fiddle that could take the weather in the Orient. 

So young Albert looked up the fiddle maker and placed an order. 


“I'll tell you about it,” says the musician, turning his violin 
gently in his hands. ‘‘The back ribs and the neck are made of maple 
wood from the Hartz Mountains in Germany. The top and the 
linings in the corner blocks are made of fine spruce that comes from 
a cold place like the mountains in the Tyrols. 


“The finger board, the pegs, the tail piece and the chin rest are 
made of Madagascar ebony. The gut strings from Italy, the silver 
and aluminum strings from America. The rosin comes from this 


country but is sent to Europe to be processed.”” 
The result is an instrument which is a citizen of the worid—
